tific weather forecasting. A glance at 
it will show that it is divided into 
"high pressure areas" and "low pres- 
sure areas." 
These 
are 
technical 
terms used to describe the regions in 
which the weight or" pressure of the 
atmosphere is great (high) or small 
(low). 
At sea level the barometer, 


which is used to measure this weight, 
will register thirty inches under nor- 
mal conditions of 
the atmosphere. 
When it registers more than this, say 
30.5 or 31, the pressure is "high;" 
when 29.5 or less, "low." 


Low pressures usually mean strong 


winds, rain a.nd rising temperature; 
high' pressures, 
cool, clear weather. 
These "highs" and "lows" travel in a 
general direction from west to east. 
This progress is caused, thus: The 
tropical sun heats great masses of air, 
which rise and drift toward the north 
arid south poles. These masses of air, 
revolving from west to east at the 
;ame rate as the equator, begin, as 
they approach the poles, 
to move 


nuch faster than the earth beneath 
.hem. There is thus a constant niove- 
nent of the atmosphere from west to 
east, which becomes more marked the 
nearer one gets to the poles. 


This, of course, does not mean that

Meaiure Has Been Reported to the 


Senate Without Recommenda- 


tion.—Adverse Decision 


expected.

9.—The 
Panama canal bill has been reported 
to the senate from the committee on 
interoceanic canals, "without recom- 
mendation," which is equivalent to an 
adverse report. The committee, which 
is democratic, refused to report the 
bill favorably.- The growing sentiment 
throughout the country against the 
surrender of American rights at Pana- 
ma has not only permeated the senate 
but apparently has reached the White 
House, as evidenced by the amend- 
ment offered by Senator Simmons, the 
administration spokesman on the com- 
mittee, providing: 


"That neither the passage of this! 
act, nor anything therein contained,1 
shall be construed or held as waiving, 
impairing or affecting any treaty or 
other right possessed by the United 
States. 
This amendment, which the com- 
mittee adopted, is a complete reversal I 
ot the president's 
position. 
In his 
messao-e before congress he expressed 
the belief that we had violated a 
treaty, although his two preedcessors, 
Roosevelt and Taft, expressed views di- 
rectly to the contrary. Now he sanc- 
tions the insertion of an amendment 
which declares that the passage of 
the act was not to be regarded as af- 
fecting the treaty or other rights pos- 
sessed by the United 
States. 
The 
opinion is becoming general among 
members of congress that the presi-- 
dent is less enthusiastic for repeal 
than he was originally. The elections 
in Alabama, New Jersey and Massa- 
chusetts have somewhat lessened his 
enthusiasm for the surrender of Amer- 
ican rights. When the measure was 
before the house the president insisted 
that no amendment be accepted Now 
for political effect, he sanctions an 
amendment, and Secretary Bryan in 
a long editorial 
in 
the Commoner 
makes a labored argument to prove 
that the acquiescence, in the demands 
of Great Britain is not a surrender of 
American rights, a. most absurd posi- 
tion. 
\ • 


Some very strong testimony against 
repeal was given while the bill was 
pending before the senate committee 
on interoceanic canals. 
No hearings 
were allowed in the house, but in the 
senate gag rule is not permitted. Wil- 
liam R. Wheeler, representing the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, gave 
testimony showing the effect of the 
repeal of the free toll provision upon 
the Pacific coast states. 


"Advocates of a toll charge on do- 
mestic commerce attempt to excuse 
the charge on the ground that it is so 
small when distributed over cargo- 
Lunnage—say 50 or 60 cents per ton— 
that it won't be felt, and will soon be 
absorbed' by the carrier. This esti- 
mate is based upon the assumption 
that every vessel operating through 
the canal will be loaded to her dead 
weight capacity at all times. 


"A ship with a net registered ca- 
pacity of 8,000 tons will pay a toll of 
$9,600 every time it passes through the 
canal. The average ship infrequently 
goes to sea loaded to its full capacity. 
If half filled the toll' upon each ton of 
freight actually .carried will double, 
as the ship is charged according to 
its capacity. 
Every practical steam- 
ship man in fixing his rates of freight 
is very likely 
• to • add more for tolls 
Mian he actually pays out." 


Joseph Teal, a. prominent democrat 
o'f Oregon, in his testimony, said: 
\ 
"Twenty-five per cent of the fruit 
crop annually is permitted to rot be-; 
cause we cannot get it to the eastern , 
markets at rates that justify gather- [ 
ing it. 
The fruit business in time 
must collapse unless we get rid of 
our enormous waste. If we had lower 
rates a market for lower grades of 
fruit would develop arid the people 
would have the advantage of cheaper 
fruits." 
Secretary Bryan's treaty with Col- 
ombia has raised such a protest that 
it will not be taken up by the senate. 
While the provisions of this instru- 
ment have not been published in the 
United States, extracts were cabled 
from Paris, and through these foreign 
dispatches it was learned 
that not 
onlv is the United States to pay Col- 
ombia 125,000,000, which-is highly ob- 
jectionable, but that coupled with the 
gift is a humiliating apology. In this 
connection members of congress are 
refreshing their memories concerning 
our dealings with Colombia. Senator 
Lodge on April 23rd had printed as a 
senate document certain papers relat- 
ing to our acquisition of the canal 
zone. 


It is recalled that in 1903 the treaty 
with Colombia was 
ratified by the 
United States senate. This treaty had 
been entered into at the earnest solici- 
tation of Colombia, and every con- 
cession was made to the people and 
to the government of Colombia.

that time it was questioned if we had

A most delicious icing for a cake 


Is one made of fresh strawberries. 
Crush a few, strain the juice and add 
a teaspoonful of lemon juice to make 
a richer color, and thicken with con- 
fectionery sugar to spread. 


When making catchup this summer, 


try this method, and you will'have a 
fine flavor and good color in the prod- 
uct. Peel the tomatoes, as usual, and 
cut carefully, removing the seeds'as 
much as possible, for with them comes 
much of the water portion, which 
needs to be evaporated by long cook- 
ing. 
Then cook 'the tomatoes, and 


place in a colander to.drain the thin 
part away. 
Then place over a bowl 


and press with a .spoon until all the 
pulp is put through. 
This will be 


thick. The spices will be placed in a 
bag and the catchup will have a beau- 
tiful color and can be made in a very 
short time. The thin portion may be 
eaved for sauces and soups, so that 
none need be wasted. 


A little sugar added to a roast or 


stew will give a good flavor, and it 
.will brown with a much richer color. 
It may be added in the water when 
basting meat or put into the pot roast. 


Sweeten Sour Cream.—When mis- 


fortune has marked you for his own, 
and the cream for your coffee is 
sour, try adding a very little soda, dis- 
solved in a half teaspoon of water and 
then beat in a tablespoonful of sugar; 
mix well and it will, if the cream was 
not too sour, deceive the very elect.

PHILIPP CALLS CONVENTION AND 


HOME RULE LEAGUE 


ORGANIZES. 


GOSSIP OF MILWAUKEE 


Pertinent Comment of Happenings of 


the Past Week at Wiscon»in 


Metropolis. 


By Ellis B.'Usher. 


Milwaukee, May !).—This* week has 
developed some new and definite steps 
in the political program for this year. 
On .Monday, in an interview given out 
by ICmanuel L. Philipp, he announced 
that there would be a Republican con- 
vention called some time during the 
first halt' of .June. It is understood 
that the call for.this convention.is re- 
ceiving signatures, and that it is ex- 
jieeti'd to appear backed by the names 
of one or two thousand men scattered 
throughout the state. 
Sunk county, in which Mr. Philipp 
was born, held a convention a week 
ago 
today and passed resolutions 
strongly endorsing him for governor. 
These two things taken with Mr. Phil- 
ipp's personal activities recently, in 
traveling about the state, have led all 
The administration papers to revive 
their vocabularies about "Tories" and 
"rr-actlonaries." 


Home Rule League. 
On Wednesday twenty-live or thirty 
mfii from Madison, Janesville and the 
southern and southwestern portions of 
the state met at the Hotel Wisconsin 
in this city and made a definite organ- 
ization for the Home 
Rule: league, 
which, has been more or less in evi 
lionet: for several months. The 
oflfi- 
ctTs elected were. President, Charles 
K. Pierce. Janesville; vice president, 
T. r. Richmond, Madison; treasurer, 
Cliarles If. Tenney. Madison. 
The 
election of. secretary was left to these 
officers. 
It was definitely stated that 


tlie movement is non-partisan and that 
a non-partisan state convention will be 
called to meet in Madison .in June. 
Whether or not such a convention is 
to place a ticket iri the field will be 
left to the. convention itself. It is sig- 
nificant lliat tlie strength of this move- 
ment lias been from the outset and 
still is in that portion of the state that 
was earliest in loyalty and strength 
for La Follette. 


Both of these movements get their 
inspiration largely from the 
wide- 
spread interest throughout the state 
in the high taxes and growing < 
penses of government. Insofar as this 
is the basis of action, they are divid- 
ing the forces that must oppose state 
(•xtravagance if anything approaching 
a remedy is to be accomplished. AVith- 
ont an attempt to criticise, it seems to 
me that the peril of any effort to ac- 
f.omplish reduction of taxes and ex- 
nenses lies in 
divided 
counsel. 
If 
tlie people of Wisconsin are really 
anxious to accomplish reforms, there 
must be ah attempt to organize and 
concentrate the opposition to exist- 
ing extravagance. The embarassments 
to independent action, whether it be 
by an independent non-partisan move- 
ment or an attempt to revive factional 
politics, are many, and they are very 
real because they are grounded in 
our statutes. 
It will require a very 
able body of men and much time, 
thought and discussion to evolve any 
program for retrenchment and lower 
taxes that can be made at all practica- 
ble. It is to be hoped, therefore, that 
the possibilities for success may not 
bo foredoomed by a multitude of am- 
bitions. 


Another Erie Departure. 
Advertisement. 
The Krie railroad is about to put 
into commission the new monster loco- 
motive named "Matt H. Shay," in hon- 
or of one of its old engineers, and it 
is stated that the engineer who mans 
the throttle of this new engine will not 
receive wages but a salary. The lo- 
comotive in question is the largest 
pver constructed and was built by the 
Baldwin Locomotive works. The ma- 
chine has a tractive power of .160,000 
pounds and can pull 125,000 tons on a 
level track. Its total weight is S45.050 
pounds, or 261,000 pounds heavier than 
any other locomotive in existence. It 
lias three sets of eight driving wheels 
each, making twenty-four wheels con- 
nected, and a new feature is that one 
set of eight drivers is placed under 
tiie tender.. This is one of the Erie's 
experiments in preparation for great 
business upon the completion of its 
double track to Chicago, which is only 
a few months off. 


Cubist Music Fails. 
Milwaukee had an illustration of 
cubist music Monday evening at the 
Eallery of the Milwaukee Art society. 
Henry Parmort Eames of Chicago lec- 
tured on "Modern and Ultra-Modern in 
Painting and Music', illustrating with 
the cubist and futurist paintings on 
the walls about him, and introducing 
piano interludes at intervals, to en- 
deavor to convey to his auditors the 
corelation. which he declared to exist 
between musical tones and color in na- 
ture and in paint. To those who had 
imagination he was somewhat suc- 
cessful in his appeal, but to the mun- 
dame majority who have not yet 
learned to life their artistic sensations 
by their mental bootstraps, it was more 
or less of a joke. In these days one 
be a cubist to be' in the game. It is in 
the air, and in the underground pas- 
i*ageways of everything from art to 
politics. Mr. Eames would undoubt- 
edly find most congenial -surroundings 
lor his musical agonies among Dr. Mc- 
Carthy's legislative reference "bugs" 
at Madison. The uplift of art and 
taxes are probably corelated if tha 
university experts can be called in to 
assist in their dissection.. 


An Interesting Story. 


There's a very human story embod 
ied in a new volume just issued by the 
Wisconsin Historical commission, as 
No. 8 of its original papers' on tlie 
civil war. It is "An Artilleryman's 
Diary," by a private soldier of the 
Sixth Wisconsin battery. 
To make 


plain the value of the document it is 
only necessary to say that it is the 
personal narrative of a young soldier, 
a farmer boy, who is today the Rev. 
Jenkins Lloyd Jones of Chicago.. It 
is. much of it, the daily and dull rou- 
tine of camp and field, and now and 
then of hospital tedeum, •. But it has 
the living quality of actual experience 
and will in due time become of great 
value as a. nicture of a plain soldier's 
duties, trials and perils in "the great 
war." It is fortunately and happily in- 
troduced by a few pages- of autobiog- 
raphy from the man w.ho has succeed- 
ed that boy, which make it altogether 
a Wisconsin volume of unusual inter- 
est and value, and a fit companion for 
the other volumes of this important 
series. 


Reads Novel Paper. 


At a meeting of the. Loyal Legion 
Wednesday evening the principal paper 
was read by Captain'Amos P. Foster 
of this city. Captain Foster is a typical 
T ankee sailor who came from the old 
fishing town of 'Gloucester, Mass*, be 
fore the war, and he was the youngest 
man to command a fleet during the con 
test, lie served on the*Atlantic coast 
and his experience was as varied am! 
lull of ihtrilllnp. moments as/his sail 
jor's tuies are inn o£ the picturesciue- 


ness arid the sail of "Ola Briney.". It 
was one of. the few naval papers that 
lave ever been read before the Legion 
and was very interesting.- The last 
mentioned facts suggests that the rec- 
ords ofWisconsin in the civil -war and 
n .the Spanish war have so far .dealt 
almost entirely with soldiers. Wiscon- 
sin had sailors in both wars who dis- 
tinguished themselves but our histor- 
ical records are almoet destitute of 
heir names. 
Two Milwaukee men, 
Rear Admiral Cotton, who commanded 
a quarter, deck on the old wooden ship 
Minnesota when the Confederate' iron' 
clad Merriman rammed, her in Hamp- 
ton Roads^ and Rear Adimiral Cogs- 
well, a native 'of Milwaukee, who took 
the Oregon around the Horn in 1898; 
and Commander, Carl Jungen of ..La 
C'rosse,.who was on tlie .Maine when 
she was sunk in Havana harbor and 
afterward did brilliant service'on tlie 
ittle tug, Wompatuck, are among the 
'e\v Wisconsin'Men who have served 
in the navy of whom I have been able 
to find record. There are other names 
that should be 'hunted up, and espe- 
cially should some attention be given 
to the Mississippi river steamboat men 
\vlio went to the lower river at the 
outbreak of .the war and handled boats 
that transported troops and supplies 
and dared rebel shore 
batteries 
at 
many .points. .People who know of sneb 
records ought to get in touch with Sec- 
retary Quaife of the State Historical 
society and have them preserved. It 
is a neglected field, of Wiscobsin his- 
tory. 


Baseball in Court. 
Baseball and the supreme court of 
the United States sound rather iocon- 
TUOUS. Warring factions in the base- 
iall world, how.ever;. bid fair to carry 
a dispute through all the courts. The 
trouble arose over the ownership of a 
player, for in modern baseball a player 
is literally owned, But, like, the "Tarn- 
pico incident," the question involved 
was only the means of bringing up a 
definite issue. Until this sping base- 
ball had been ruled by. two organiza- 
tions with a mutual understanding. 
These are the National and American 
or so-called "major" leagues. A new- 
comer in the field this year, known as 
the Federal league, announced itself 
an outlaw to the rules of the estab- 
lished organizations. 
Thus war was 
declared. The plash has come over a 
certain talented player, 
The new 
league lured him from one of the old 
by a tempting salary offer. The club 
to which he belonged "claimed he was 
bound under contract to play with 
them. The newcomers retorted that 
they did not recognize that contract. 
There was no recourse but the civil 
courts. The case is now being heard 
in a lower court. Players, baseball 
magnates and fans await the outcome 
of this lawsuit between "sportsmen" 
with' interest. 
Many feel that the life 
of the new league is involved. Its fail- 
ure would mean the loss of many thou- 
sands of dollars invested 
in ball 
grounds, stands and players in eight 
big cities. For this reason it is felt 
that the case will be appealed how- 
ever tlie first decision reads. 
There 
may also be a question involved as to 
what constitutes a tr.ust agreement in 
contravention of Sherman law prin- 
ciples.
